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Togo’s Express open by Oct. 26

With a Taco Bell Express and 
Crumbs Bakery already in place and 
thriving, Food Services is about to add 
Togo’s Express to its list of fast foods 
available in the River FrontCenter near 
the Pub. 

The new sandwich shop should open 
next week. Food Services Director 
Jeffery Harrod had said that he hoped it 
would open by this Thursday, but is 
now shooting for Oct. 26. 

“Due to construction hold-ups, we 
are now shooting for next Thursday, 
Oct. 26,” Harrod said. Harrod added 
that construction has gone relatively 

~ smoothly, but that electrical problems 
have made opening by this week im- 
possible. 

The Togo’s Express will be located 
adjacent to the Taco Bell in River Front 
Center. The dining areacurrently used 
by TacoBelland Crumbs will be shared 
with Togo’s. 

The Taco Bell Express has been 
open for business since August and, 
Harrod said,isaveraging almost$4,000 


a day in sales. 

The sandwiches to be offered are 
still being determined by the manager 
of the sandwich-counter, but they will 
be the same type and quality of fresh 
hot and cold sandwiches offered at 
regular a full-service Togo’s, but with 
less variety. The Togo’s also plans to 
offer a variety of soups to complement 
their sandwich menu. 

The prices will be the same as 
full-service area Togo’s. According 
to Harrod, keeping prices the same, 
“is a promise we made and one we’ll 
keep.” 

Due to the large amount of inquiries 
and comments conceming Togo’s that 
he’s received from students, Harrod 
believes Togo’s will follow the success 
of Taco Bell. 

' If Togo’s isas successful as Harrod 
hopes, it could mean a down-sizing or 
change in menu for the Pub’s sandwich 
bar. “Depending on Togo’s success, 
the Pub sandwich bar may be elimi- 
nated,” or converted into a salad-only 
bar, Harrod said. Regardless of Togo’s 


success, the Pub will continue to offer- 


its daily specials, snacks and breakfast 


specials. 

Inaddition to the opening of Togo’s, 
Food Serviceshasrecently opened Pret- 
zel-Mania, a mobile pretzel cart. The 
pretzels are fresh cooked on a see- 
through conveyor oven in about four 
minutes. Churros and sodas are also 
available. 

According to Harrod, the cart is 


_ doing very well, averaging about $150 


a day in sales. Students can expect to 
see Pretzel-Mania around campus at 
the University Union, near the Pub, 
and in the Quad area next to the 
library. 

According to Harrod, Crumbs bak- 
ery resulted from Food Services’ qual- 
ity baking staff. “We had a very good 
staff, so we decided to open up a Sac 
State bakery, with Crumbs as our own 
logo.” The Crumbs in the River Front 
Center and Crumbs Express located by 
the parking garage offer a variety of 
homemade muffins, bagels, coffee and 
fruit juices. 

Right now, Harris said, Food Ser- 
vices wants to concentrate on getting 
Taco Bell and Togo’s off to successful 
starts, but more variety is on the way. 


Food Services plans toexpand with 
the University Union. Plans are 
in the works for oriental-style and 
Mexican-style restaurants, and a 
sports bar inside a full-size Round 
Table Pizza restaurant (replacing 
the small, counter-service version 
that’s now in the Union). Harrod 
said that they also hope to get a 
brand name ice-cream counter, 
probably either Haagen-Daaz or 
Baskin-Robbins. 

Togo’s will join a growing list 
of big-name, on-campus fast food 
restaurants provided by Food Ser- 
vices. The list already includes 
Burger King, Round Tableand Taco 
Bell. 

Food Services provides a 
monthly calendar with hours, daily 
specials, and information about all 
the restaurants and food counters 
on campus. Of interest this month, 
the University Center Restaurantis 
offering the Fall 1995 Art Exhibit. 
Acollection of original photographs 
by CSUS Health and Physical Edu- 
cation Chair Pamela Milchrist 1 is 
featured.

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Loan cuts could 
hurt university

The Sacramento State University 
general fund, students with margin- 
ally middle income, and students bor- 
rowing through any federally-spon- 
sored program will take a hit in the 


_ pocketbook if current federal budget 


legislation concerning student loans 
and grants becomes law. 

In order to balance the federal bud- 
get by the year 2002 the members of 


the Senate Labor and Human Re- 


sources Committee working with the 
parallel House committee want to trim 
$10.8 billion from higher education. 
In large part, they intend to do this by 
charging universities an institutional 
tax on the university’s total federal 


student loan volume, eliminating the 
six-month grace period on most loans 
and by reducing orrestructuring most 
grants, including the Pell Grant. 

The CSUS Financial Aid Depart- 
ment presently doesn’t have defini- 
tive cost projections, but estimates 
based on last year’s loan volume 
indicate that the 0.85 percent institu- 
tional tax would cost the university 
approximately $200,000. 

The committee’s legislation speci- 
fies that this new tax must come from 
the university’s general fund and 
can’t be passed directly on to the 
students. 

Last year, more than 6,100 CSUS 
students borrowed more that $23 mil-

“Tt’s a lot bigger this year than it 
was inthe past,” said RobFrye, CSUS 
intramural coordinator. “It has more 
community involvement and tons of 
organizations.” 

Campus and comnniier organi- 
zations will have booths set up and 
information concerning National 
Collegiate Alcohol Awareness Week 
will be distributed. There will be 
games, prizes, trivia questions and 
mocktails (non-alcoholic cocktails). 
Mothers Against Drunk Driving, 
Rocknasium, CSUS Peak Adventures 
and Greeks Advocating the Mature 
Management of Alcohol will all be 
participating. 

“RISE GUYS” Whitey Gleason 
and Justin Case along with Laura 
Ingle from 93 ROCK, along with 
Associated Students, Inc. President 
J.P. Werlin will be the subjects of a 
supervised intoxication experiment. 
Gleason and Case will drink alco- 
holic beverages, pausing to take dif- 
ferent tests that will show different 
individuals at different levels of in- 
toxication. At the same time, Werlin 
and Ingle will drink non-alcoholic 
beverages in attempt to prove that 
individuals do not need to drink to 
have a good time. 

“We want to make it a lot of fun 
but also informative,” said KTXL 
FOX40 Community Affairs Officer 
Lisa Slosman. “We want to show 
how alcohol affects different people 
at different levels.” 

_ Colleges nationwide will be par- 
ticipating in National Collegiate Al- 
cohol Awareness Week as an attempt 
to create awareness of the issues as- 





anned 


sociated with alcohol abuse on col- 
lege campuses. 

Officers from the Sacramento Po- 
lice Department will be on hand to 
answer questions concerning alco- 
hol and law enforcement. 

Slosman said emphasis will be 
placed onthe problem of binge drink- 
ing on college campuses and zero 
tolerance laws, which suspend driv- 
ing privileges of those.under the age 
of 21 who are arrested for being 
under the influence of alcohol. 

The problem of binge drinking on 
college campuses has gained national 


‘attention over the past few years due 


to the release of several students. For 
example, a 1993 study completed by 
the Harvard School of Public Health 
found that 44 percent of the 17,592 
students surveyed had engaged in 
binge drinking during the two weeks 
prior. The Harvard School of Public 
Health defines binge drinking as hav- 
ing five or more drinks in a row for 
men, four or more in arow for women. 

A 1994 Columbia University 
study yielded similar results, finding 
that 43 percent of the students sur- 
veyed had engaged in binge drinking 
over the two weeks prior to taking 
thesurvey. The Columbia survey also 
found that students spend $5.5 bil- 
lion on alcohol- more than they spend 
on soft drinks, tea, milk, juice, coffee 
or books combined. 

The 1993 Harvard study also 
found a connection between binge 
drinking and driving under the influ- 
ence. According to the study, fre- 
quent binge drinkers were 10 times 
more likely to have driven after drink- 
ing alcohol and 16 times ttiore likely 
to have ridden with a driver who was 
under the influence. 

According to Slosman, trends like 
this are precisely the reason for the 
Natural High Faire. 

The reason for the event, accord- 
ing to Frye, is to promote healthy 
alternatives to drinking and educate 
students on the dangers of driving a 
car while under the influence.. 

Frye said a big crowd is expected. 

“We have kind of a captive audi- 
ence in the Quad at noon,” Frye said.

Top educators heading to Montana . 


MISSOULA (AP) -The presidents 
of the nation’s two major teachers’ 
unions plan to deliver a joint keynote 
address at the 1995 Montana educa- 
tors’ conference. 

Keith Geiger, president of the 2.2- 
million member National Education 
Association, and Albert Shanker, presi- 
dent of the 850,000-member American 
Federation of Teachers, will share the 
same stage for the first time at the 
Montana convention. 

It opens Thursday. 
“They’ ve served on panels before, 
but they’ve never been exclusively to- 
gether at the same time in the same 


place,” said Eric Feaver, president of 
the Montana Education Association. 

The conference is jointly sponsored 
by the MEA and the Montana Federa- 
tion of Teachers. More than3,500teach- 
ers and other school personnel are ex- 
pected to attend and another 1,000 may 
watch the address via cable-televi- 
sion broadcasts to other parts of 
Montana. 

Other speakers include Sandra 
McBrayer, the 1995 national teacher of 
the year, and Shonto Begay, a noted 
children’s author. 

Feaver said he believes Geiger and 
Shanker agreed to appear together in 





Missoula because Montana, along with 
Minnesota, is one of two states in the 
nation where two once-rival unions 
hold a joint state conference. This will 
be the second joint session. 

“This means unity, at least as far as 
this portion of education goes,” Feaver 
said. “This shows that past differences 
are gone. Their presence here is ex- 
traordinarily symbolic. ... It’s a major 
coup for Montana. It speaks well for 
both state organizations.” 

Feaver said that both Shanker and 
Geiger have called for a merger of 
the two unions to promote unity in 
the education community. Montana 








is seen as an example of how the two 
unions can work together, Feaver 
said. 

Geiger, who has spent 30 years in 
education, is from Michigan and has 
served as NEA president since 1989. 
He is active in leading reform move- 
ments to reorder federal spending pri- 
oritiesand restructuring American edu- 
cation. 

Shanker, who began his career in 
New York, has been AFT president 
since 1974. He also serves as senior 
vice president of the AFL-CIO and 
chairman of its. International Affairs 
Committee.

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Rose by any 
other name 


In December, the powers that be will again be 
voting to enshrine the greats of the game into the 
Hall of Fame in December. Inevitably, there will 
be arguments about why certain players should or 
shouldn’t receive the honor. 

So here is one man’s opinion about one player 
about whom much of these arguments is focused: 

The scene: Florida, 1963. It’s a meaningless 
Grapefruit League game early in spring training. 
The Reds are playing the Yankees. 

Mickey Mantle crushes a horhe run well be- 
yond the outfield fence. A rookie Cincinnati out- 
fielder climbs the fence, as if the effort will bring 
the ball within his reach. 

Derisively, pitcher Whitey Ford says to Mantle 
on his return to the Yankee dugout, “Did you see 
Charlie Hustle out there?” 

The expression was meantas an insult, asif the 
rookie lacked enough sense to slow down when it 
was called for. But Peter Edward Rose took it as a 
compliment and embraced the nickname. There 
was no time to go slow on a baseball field. 

Rose played baseball with an intensity rarely 
seen in the game. He always played to win. Some 
say he played for glory, pointing to his obsessive 
chase for Ty Cobb’s all-time hits record. Perhaps, 
but players receive more glory for winning. 

Whenever in one of his rare slumps, Rose 
thought nothing of leaning into a pitch, of “taking 
one for the team.” And Rose will always be 
remembered for barreling into Ray Fosse at the 
1970 All-Star Game. Rose had dinner at Fosse’s 
house only two days earlier, but being friendly 
doesn’t win games, Fosse’s career was never the 
same. But that’s baseball. 

Rose had only one level: full throttle. It didn’t 
matter if it was an exhibtion game, regular season 
or the World Series. Ifhe was going down, he was 
going down fighting.

a foregone conclusion would be enshrined in 
Cooperstown on the first ballot. But 10 years later, 
the Baseball Hall of Fame is still without the 
game’s all-time hits leader. 

A. Bartlett Giamatti was the president of Yale 
University when the troubled game of baseball 
knocked on his door with the opportunity to 
become its commisioner. It was a dream job; 
Giamatti loved the game. 

When Rose ran into trouble, it was Giamatt’s 
job to investigate for any connection with the 
game. He had to hope the investigation turned up 
nothing, for Rose was a player with as much 
passion for the game as Giamatti. 

Buttheinvestigationdid tum something upand 
Giamatti had to ban Rose from the game. 

Now, if Rose was betting on other sports, who 
cares. Ifhe was betting on other teams, it’ snotabig 
deal. If he was betting on his own team, okay. You 
have to like a guy with enough confidence to put 
his money where his mouth is. 

It’sabig “if,” butif Rose was betting against his 
team that goes against everything the game stands 
for and against the way he played the game. 

“The game breaks your heart,” Giamatti wrote 
in one poem. “It is designed to break your heart.” 

Indeed, the game broke Giamatti’s heart. Rose 
asked that the results of the investigation not be 
made public and walked away from the game. 

Whenhebannished Rose, Giamatti announced 
that Pete Rose had “stained the game of baseball,” 
something never said about the 1919 White Sox, 
Steve Howe, oranyoneelse. Six dayslater, Giamatti 
died from heart failure; it was broken. 

Rose hasn’t taken the opportunity to appeal his 
lifetimeban. Perhapsit’ soutofrespect for Giamatti 
or perhaps he fears therevelations of his gambling. 
Those records may or may not expose something 
that could tarnish Rose’s image. 

For whateverreason, Rose,aman who seemed 
to play every inning of every game as if his life 
depended on it, hasn’t fought the decision. Hekept 
the bat on his shoulderand tooka fastball down the 
middle for a called third strike. 

While others have argued his case, Rose has 
stood by silently. He has moved on to other things. 
If he never gets into the Hall of Fame, it would be 
ashame. But Rose’s achievements will stand on 
their own, no matter what happens to the man. 

In a sense, Rose gains more fame for his 
exclusion from the Hall, than he would with 
enshrinement. Once inducted, the arguments will 
cease, and his name could fade into relative obscu- 
tity like Pie Traynor’s and Nap Lajoie’s. 

Rose’ sstatisticscan not be argued, butthe most 
telling story of all isthat when the chips were really 
down, Charlie “Hustle” didn’t.

‘Jade’ all sex, no thrills

Jade is the newest psycho-sexual murder 
mystery to rip across theatre screens and 
captivate the movie going public.

The 
film is directed by William Friedkin, of The 
French Connection and The Exorcist fame. 
: Joe Eszterhas, continuing a trend of writing 


and the current Showgirls, fittingly is the 
writer of the film. | 

The film begins with a savage murder of 
a rich museum curator in San Francisco. 
Caruso’s character, David Corelli, is the ev- 
ery man assistant district attorney in charge 
of the bizarre case unfolding in front of him. 

As the plot thickens, Corelli discovers the 
corrupt sexual lifestyle of the murdered mil- 
lionaire involving various prostitutes and 
powerful friends, including the governor of 
California. Corelli’s confrontations with 
Governor Lew Edwards (Richard Crenna, 
best remembered as Colonel Trautman from 
the Rambo movies) are anything but pleas- 
ant, and hint of an administration corrupt 
from the top that is running the state like a 
fascist regime. 

With the investigation continuing, prosti- 
tute Patrice Jacinto (superthodel Angie 
Everhart in her major re debut) is forc- 


ibly brought in for testimony in a scene 
reminiscent of Basic Instinct. The police are 
looking for a prostitute that might be the 
murderer, and Jacinto points them in the 
direction of the mysterious Jade. 

As time goes by, all fingers point to 
Corelli’s former flame, Trina Gavin (Linda 
Fiorentino, The Last Seduction), a prominent 
psychologist and wife of the powerful attor-

—Complaints from a West Virginia 
church prompted a Kentucky theater 
operator to stop showing the NC-17- 
rated movie “Showgirls” a week early. 

“We weren’t going to sit by and let 
things like this be shown in our com- 
munity,” said Kim Hisle, a member of 
the Delbarton, W.Va., Church of God. 

Ms. Hisle of Pinson Fork, Ky., said 
her congregation sent a petition with 


171 signatures to Absher Enterprises 


of Prestonsburg, which owns the South 
Side Mall Theater in South Williamson. 
Paul Spencer, the theater’s general 


“We're sensitive” to the complaints, 
Spencer said. “We don’t want to do 
something people don’t want. 

“It was supposed to be a big movie, 
so we played it,” he said. 

But the movie about a strip-tease 
dancer trying tomake itasa Las Vegas 
showgirl didn’t prove to be much of a 
draw. “It was just a mediocre film,” he 
said. 

Spencer said theater management 
“did everything humanly possible” to 
enforce the NC-17 rating, which bars 
those under age 17 from watching it.

The scene of over one hundred 
young men and women of color 
marching on the office of the univer- 
sity president last week to protest the 
dismantling of affirmative action 
could not have been more symbolic. 
The: president, a white male, was 
invisible. The twin doors to his ex- 
ecutive office were shut tight. A 
white security guard stood in front of 
the door. 

With polls indicating the California 
Civil Rights Initiative will pass in next 
year’s election, the spectacle of young 
minorities standing outside the bolted 
doors of a powerful white man’s office 
is symbolic of not only the fate await- 
ing efforts to save affirmative action, 
but the future of America itself. 

The current mood of the majority 
white electorate was also evident in the 
Library Quad, where theprotest began. 
There the demonstrators gathered and 
invited other students standing about in 
the Quad to join them. Well dressed 
white students with manicured finger- 
nails, trimmed goatees and shiny moun- 
tain bikes responded by tuming away. 

Traditional values trumpeted by 
Republicans are in vogue these days - 
white America is back.. But don’t 
delude yourself, white America is 
slicker than it has ever been. Gone are 
the white hicks with rifles and nylon 
rope; now suit-wearing “educated” 
people discuss the merits of a color- 
blind society, individualism and the 
time honored American tradition of 
sink or swim. 

But underpinning all the talk of 
equal opportunity in the new, re-engi- 
neered 21st Century America lies a 
popularelementof 19th Century Ameri- 
can thought: white people are superior. 


~-«How-did a white American know--- 


ithis in the 19th Century? Because, he 
would say, it is self-evident. In this 
land, money has always been the yard- 
stick by which all things are measured. 
Wealth indicates not only success, but 
intelligence. Consequently, being poor 
indicates failure and a distinct lack of 
intelligence. 
Inthe 19th Century, tobe successful 
and thus intelligent, one had to be white 


and male. The fact that people of color 
were either slaves or “savages” was 
irrefutable proof of the innate inferior- 
ity of non-whites. 

Now, barely 30 years after the final 
completion of Civil War Reconstruc- 
tion, marked by the enforcement of the 
14th Amendment 100 years after its 
ratification, 20th Century whites are 
finding it easy and comfortable to-slip 
back into the old ways. 

Hardly a generation has passed since 
the inauguration of the nation’s most 
ambitious social program, the Great 
Society, which was designed toredress 
centuries of apartheid; yet now, many 
whites are saying, at least to them- 
selves, that their forefathers were right 
all along - there is something wrong 
with non-whites. 

Doubtful that whites hold this atti- 
tude? 

Explain the immense popularity of 
Charles Murray’s The Bell Curve. 
Explain the attitudes of whites toward 
the mostly black jury in the Simpson 
case. Explain the anti-affirmative ac- 
tion fervor. 

At the heart of that fervor lies a line 
of reasoning that goes something like 
this: “minorities” (read as blacks) have 
received a tremendous amount of extra 
assistance over the last 30 years; from 
a white perspective (shaped largely by 
a white dominated mass media), this 
aid appears to have been squandered; 
therefor, the white concludes, a sincere 
effort was made (whites are now con- 
veniently absolved of any further obli- 
gations) but the fruits of that white 
effort were bungled by blacks. Now 
the old thinking works again - blacks 
failed because of innate inferiority. 

Of course, it does not occur to the 
-white-American.that. what’s happen- 
ing now is exactly what happened 
during the first period of Reconstruc- 
tion, from 1865 to 1876. Then, whites 
set blacks up for failure. Blacks 
failed. Whites promptly turned 
around and cited that failure as proof 
of innate inferiority. 

White Americans have set up black 
Americans again, in part due to some 
seriously flawed social programs. 


Tragically, many whites think affirma- 
tive action is one of those flawed pro- 
grams. 

Affirmative action is not a flawed 
idea. Unlike other programs, it recog- 
nizes that the bottom line in Americais 
the accumulation of wealth (that is The 
System). It is designed to ensure that 
qualified minority individuals have 
access to “The System.” 

Why do minorities deserve special 
consideration? Not all do, but some 
minority groups were specifically de- 
nied access for not just decades, but 
centuries. It only makes sense to right 
this historical wrong by taking affirma- 
tive action. 

A white man might argue that he is 
notresponsible for past discrimination. 
Asanindividual, he may not be. Butas 
amember of a larger society, itis in his 
own self-interest to work toward the 
good health of that society. Inthe long 
run, affirmative action is good for the 
health of America. 

Astrong affirmative action program 
sends a loud message from the major- 
ity to the minority: we want you to be a 
part of us and since for a long time we 
didn’t want you tobea part ofus, we are 
going to work extra hard to pull you out 
of the hole we buried you in. Con- 
versely, ending affirmative action sends 
an equally loud but very different mes- 
sage: we don’t like you - we don’t want 
you around. 

Finally ,if affirmative action is noth- 
ing else, it is hope for people who 
historically have had little to hope for. 
From hope comes optimism, from op- 
timism springs success. But take hope 
away and people have nothing to live 
for. 

People withnothing to live for place

criminated against getangry. Societies 
do not last long with steadily growing 
numbers of such people.

Sacramento Bee on Sacramento flood safety 

In 1992, Congress set aside Sacramento’s plan fora 
flood-control-only dam at Auburn and called instead for 
further study of an idea some environmentalists were 
promoting for a no-dam alternative. 

The taxpayers have now spent $12.2 million and three 
years defining the environmentalists’ alternative, de- 
signing it and reviewing its capabilities. 

And the conclusion is exactly as before: An expand- 
able flood-control facility at Aubtrn—the so-called dry 
dam, which was itself developed as an environmental 


| compromise—offers the highest level of protection and 


the best investment the community can make in flood 
safety. 

That’s. the assessment of the local flood-control 
agency’s chief engineer; that’s what the staff of the state 
reclamation board is proposing for California; and that’s 
what the officers of the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 


for this region have recommended to their superiors in 
Washington. 

If the board members of the Sacramento Area Flood 
Control Agency choose to reject the unanimous advice of 
all the professional staff at their disposal, local, state and 
federal, they’re going to have to find much more persua- 
sive reasons than the opposition to. a dry dam has come 
up with so far. 

The Army engineers estimate that a flood-control- 
only facility at. Auburn would reduce the chances of 
major flooding from a 200-year event to “essentially 
zero.” 

The dry dam is the best choice for California. Getting 
a flood-safety plan passed in Washington won’t be easy. 
But the only way to get there is take the first step firmly 
and to do it together. For an areaas vulnerable to flooding 
as this one, it’s also urgent.

School district ordered to pay for omitting photo 


SAN LEANDRO(AP) — The 
school district has been ordered to pay 
$3,500 for omitting the picture of the 
district’s firstblack homecoming queen 
from the yearbook. 

San Leandro High School saysleav- 
ing January Cooper out of the 1992 
yearbook was an oversight, and points 
out the photo of the varsity football 
team was accidentally left out of the 


same edition. 

“Somebody should have caught the 
mistake, but there certainly was no 
racist conspiracy,” school attorney 
Louis Leone said. 

Cooper-sued in Alameda County 
District Court after the yearbook came 
out with the picture of the white home- 
coming king but no signofher. 

“She was an 18-year-old kid and 


this was special, important,” said her 
lawyer, Taylor Culver. “She felt in- 


. Sulted by it all.” 


Culver called it a civil-rights case. 
“They always ran the pictures of 
the homecoming queens, and then all 
of a sudden they stop when they had 
their first black homecoming queen,” 

he-said. 
‘ Authorities never determined how 


the teen-ager’s photo came to be left 
out, the school district lawyer’s said. 
Arbitrator Steven Solomon’s ruling 
did not address the allegations of rac- 
ism. 

But Cooper’s achievement was at 
bést ignored and “at the very worst, 
purposefully dismissed by thoserespon- 
sible for producing the yearbook,” he 
wrote.
